This 
Commission, which cuvsiyted obhiufly of Army 
and Naval modical offcors hay boon st work for 
three years, under tho supervision of a Com- 
mittee of the Royal Society, and has only lately 
-cowmpleted tk fuboura, It is ‘uonecorsory to 
describa (ho details of tha thréa years work ; it 
is enough to say that every likely line of researcla 
was followed, in order (o dixcoyer how mau 
becomes infected hy this disease, As long ago as 
1587 an-Acmy medical officer had discovered that 
Balta fever f# caused by the entrance into the 
pody of a minute bictecium, Which was ramed: 
the Microcucens mefdens’s, Mais microbs was 
studied from many pointa of view, but with no 
success until » discovery way mate which cleared ; 
up tho mystery. This wos the remarkable fact 
that the goats in Malta ‘wre susceptible’ to this 
disease, and act, as it were, as reservoir of tha 
sirde, Tn tenth, it ix probable that Malta fever 
‘is primarily o disoaso of goals, aud that man is 
infected from ihe goat, not the gout from mac. 
Tho gost ix-very much in evidence in Malta,, 
there being. some 20,000) of them, which supply 
practically ull the milk nsed in the island. It 
‘was discovered by tho Commission that half of 
these animal aro affected by Malta fever aud 
that ona(onth aro covstantly passing the’ 
Micrceocous melitensisin their milk. Notwith-— 
standing that the goutashow no outersigns of tha 
disnase, they continue, possibly for years, to 
seorete milk containing tho poison. 

It-sermed evident than, that to banish Malta 
fever from our sailors and soldiers on the station, 
all that was. required was to oliminath goats’ 
wilk from their dietary, -Thia step was taken 
io Juno, 1996, with the striking result that the 
eases of fever fell to one-tenth of what had bon 
their nunber." There is, therefore, 
reasonuble hope that this disease will now 
disappear from the garrison in Malta, and some 
80,000 days of illness be blotted out from tha, 
yourly records of the Navy ond Army. 

If ‘these good rosnita are oonintained this 
investigation will stand out ay one of the most 
notably examples of successful work in the 
provéntion of disoase, and will clearly show the 
economy of spanding a few thousunds on a 
thorough scientific investigation. : 

Tho research ocaupied some time, and from 
first to last employed Kome twelve mon, bat the 
outlay in time and money are as nothing to the 
vogult achieved.

SINGAPORE CRITICISN. | 


Tho annnal report of the Registrar.General 
of Hongkong containa statistios regarding the 
emigrant (raffle bitweon Hongkong and other 
ports chiefly the Straits Sottlemonts, fcr the 
report states, that 96% of all tho emigrants 
examined wore coming here. ‘Cho Assistant 
Registrar Genoral conducts Lhese examinations, 
and tho fact that the report, shows only 190 
hours, during the year, to have been spent in 
conducting such exuminations it must be asanm. 
ed'that thy work was conducted somewhat 
supertioially, ' Considerably less than one per 
cent, of those examined were detained for far- 
thor iuquirive, though on the two occasions on 
which -oimigrant {ships bad been’ tisited a 
number of cases of boys or men who were 
being taken abroad under false pretences was 
dixeovered. Judging from the report, the 
Hongkong authorities, in making these in- 
vestigations, sock only to ascertain whether any 
of tho emigrants are being Jed away ogainst 
thely will or under falso impressions. Tho 
suitability of theemigrant from tho standpoint 
of the canployer of Jabour hero deea not appenr 
to -be a subject’ with whioh the Registrar. 
Gonern] or hisAgasistant is ut oll concerned But 
legislation which has been enacted here 
within the past eighteen months has done

for many years, and schieved her great 
ost success. It is‘only a few yeara since 
England abandoned. “hor _—old-established 
methods, partly owing to, foar of a gigan- 
ereatod by Americans, 
and partly owing to resentment at the progress 
made by the German mercantile marino in tho 
Transutluntic shipping trede. The. British 
Government wonld probably reject avy proposal 
to sacrifice several millions sterling per unnum

but, those which had no. euils, called dumb 
bavgoz, were not. But both clagsex of vessels did 
the samo work and were ¢xposed to the samo 
risks, Theso dum) barges varicd in aize froma 
20 to 20 tons, while the average aize of suiling 
barges using the Port of London was about 
1 ton; so that, except iu the matter 
of ‘sails, the two classes of vessels wero yery 
mach of the same order., The only resson 
for this differentiation sppeared to be that 
when limitation of linbility was given to 
shipowners (here wag no association in existance 
for the protection of bargeowners’ interestr, 
A similar Bill was approved by a Se'ect Com-

i MERCHANTS AND SHIPOWNERS. 


MOVEMENT TOWARDS CO-OPERATION, 

Sir Joseph Ward, tho Premier of Naw 
Zealand, mada some remarks in the Manoheater 
Town-hal!, at the beginning of this month, 
which oxpressed vory aptly what hag been in 
the minds of a keenwitted section of Britiah 
merchants and shipownora for some timo past, 
Tho advice was, in effect, that in order to meet 
the vory enterprising competition of our foreign 
trado rivala there should ba active co-operation 
betwoan the great shipowners aud merchants 
of this country. Cerluinly it sould not 
be loft to foreign marehants and” manofac- 
turers alona to realiza ‘that the flag which 
shows {ho nationality of the ship indices 
as well in x large degree the nationality 
of both shippors and shipments. Any one 
familiar wilh our moreantile marine kuows 
tho persistence with which forgiga shipownors 
havs fought the way into gerviess in which oae 
would have thought they had very little claim 
to appear at all, and merchauts kuow only too 
well the disturbances which hava ben vaused in 
‘the freight market while the fights were in 
progresa, Objectionable as all theae commoations 
aro lo the merchaute, however, Britivi ship- 
owners have vo quarrel with enterpridny 
foroign compotition so long as the competition 
is of such a kind os they can meot themsolves 
in open fight; what they do objs0ot to aro 
systyms such as the State-aided Through 
Railway and Shipping Rates operating in 
Germany (explained fully in these columas 
on March 1%), which Brilish ehipowners find 
place them nt such o serious disadvantage in 
international (rade, Shippiag ‘freight wars, 


ous, and if aorchants of thin country. nave 
often found themselves in the. position of | 
pawns ina game played by conflicting s'lip- | 
ping interests, it is fo some extent theie own | 
fault for not voalizing their atreogth and ) 
banding thomselcus together to make their 
influrnce felt upon the oarriers of thoir cargo. 

TNE ORIGIN OF MENCHANT ASSOCIATION.

y Lu psesing. it may bo useful to 
pole asatistaclory point which tho shipowners 
gained by a discussi.m of views with the mor- 
chants..

So much for what the shipowners gained by 
an open discussion of views. Important conces- 
sions, such a’ an assurance that, no cargo. should 
be taken on ship's account, were secured by the 
merchonts, and the present system of “commis- 
sion ” (or “ rebate,” as it has become more popu- 
larly known) is ao outcome of the shipowners 
with tho Merchants Committee. In)9 2 Mr, W. 
Garland Soper, chairman of the Merchants’ Com- 
mittee, gave evidence that, on tha whole, the 
compact had worked fairly well, and “has in it 
this advantage—that oithor. side can approach 
the other for mutual discussion whouever the 
circumstances of the case render it necessary or 
desirable.”". With regard to the agreement in 
its prevent form, it is interesting to note that 
it ia not improbable important developments 
may ocour in the conrse of a day or two. 

THE AUSTRALASIAN TRADE 

Some very valuable evidence was given last 
month before tho Royal Commission on Shipping 
Ringe by Mr. 5. B, Trodwou, senior partner of 
the firm of Gilbert J, MoCaul and Co., and obair- 
man of the Australasinn Merchants’ A saociation 
since ita inception. The history of the formation 
of this association is instructive and is well wor'h 
reoounting hore. In 190% the merchants in the 
Austrolasian trade received a new form of bill 
of lading containing several now' clauses to 
which oertain of the merchants took exception, 
Accordingly, six or seven of tho individual fiems 
met the shipowners of the trade in confyrence, 


and the shipowners admitted that to some ex'ent 
the merchants had made out a fsir case for some 
of the alterations asked, but they told the 
mercbants that they wera merely {fodividaal 
firma, and not reprezenta'ivé of the trade, rnd 
that if their requests wore granted, possibly 
noxt week somo other firm or group of merchants 
might come with some other'plea and thoro 
would be no finality, Mr, Tredwen replied 
that if thea requests were refused because 
he and his friends had no mandate from 
the trade, a mandate should be oblajoed, A 
meeting of merchants ongaged in the trade was. 
called by advertigoment, and ax a result the 
agsoviation was formed and. with the mandata 
tho merchants were ableto secure a. consider- 
able modification of clauses which the shipow- 
ners wished to jnolude in the bill of lading. 


CONSTITUTION OF .THE. AUSTRALASIAN 
. ASSOCIATION, ar
